Allah said, "Your sign is that you 
shall not speak to anyone for three 
nights, though otherwise in good health 
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The Prophet Zakariyya was filled with joy and 
words of thanks came pouring from his lips. He 
came out of the shrine and exhorted his people 
to praise the Lord morning and evening.
